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National Building Museum Has 
Greenbelt Scenes in Exhibition 


Greenbelt goes national. That 
is, Old Greenbelt is on display at 
the National Building Museum 
in downtown Washington, D.C., 
in the exhibit, “Affordable Hous- 
ing: Designing an American As- 
set.” The show that opened on 
February 28 features historic and 
newer homes _ representing 
affordability and good design 
and proving that such design is 
possible even within the tight 
budgets associated with low-cost 
housing. 

Greenbelt is prominently 
showcased in a historical time- 
line of affordable housing advo- 
cacy and legislation from 1848 
to the present. Visitors can see 
several visual highlights of 
Greenbelt life. Photographs taken 
from 1938 to 1940 grace the 
Greenbelt panel: resettlement ad- 
ministrator Rexford G. Tugwell 
examining the foundation of 
houses under construction; a 
woman, cooking in a kitchen; 
children bicycling to and play- 
ing in a recreation area; and a 
man trimming hedges to the 
compulsory height. 

The accompanying text ex- 
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plains that Greenbelt was funded 
by the Resettlement Administra- 
tion as an all-white but reli- 
giously inclusive community that 
opened in 1937. The exhibit 
describes how the government’s 
plans combined masonry town 
houses, prefabricated detached 
houses and garden apartments. 
The Center School (now the 
Greenbelt Community Center), a 
town center with shops, walk- 
ways, parks and playgrounds are 
all mentioned. The exhibit men- 
tions “the addition of less-distin- 
guished frame houses for defense 
workers” during World War II, 
doubling the city’s original 885- 
unit capacity. 

“Affordable Housing: Design- 
ing an American Asset” further 
compares Greenbelt with 
Langston Terrace in Northeast 
Washington. Common ties in- 
clude a super-block site strategy 
that separates pedestrians from 
cars, provides single-purpose 
roads and avoids through streets; 
and the inclusion of playgrounds 
and figurative public art. “Both 
projects are meant to instill a 
sense of common pride among 


carefully selected residents,” the 
exhibit panel boasts. 

However, while the area 
around Langston Terrace is un- 
der-equipped, the exhibit states 
that Greenbelt provides its resi- 
dents the commercial and leisure 
infrastructure of a comprehen- 
sively planned new town. It 
goes on to say that Greenbelt 
was sold to its residents in 1952 
as a co-op and is now a National 
Historic Landmark. Langston Ter- 
race is listed on the National 
Register of Historic Places and 
on the D.C. Preservation League’s 
list of most endangered places. 

In addition to the historical 
timeline, the exhibit includes 
photographs, drawings, models, 
and videos of 18 newer afford- 
able housing projects from across 
the country selected for their de- 
sign excellence. 

“Affordable Housing: Design- 
ing An American Asset” contin- 
ues at the National Building 
Museum at 401 F Street, NW, 
through August 8. Admission is 
free. The museum is accessible 
by Metro. 


Catholic School Graduate Award 
To Greenbelter Kathryn Labukas 


The hallmark of Catholic 
elementary school education 
is the accomplishments of 
its graduates. This year 
Kathryn Labukas, from the 
St. Hugh’s graduating class 
of 1964, was honored on 
January 25 with the NCEA 
Distinguished Graduate 
Award, Catholic Elementary 
School. Kathryn has devoted 
her career to providing com- 
munity support and educa- 
tion to children with learn- 
ing disabilities, emotional 
and physical impairments 
and mental retardation. “I 
am surprised and honored,” 
Labukas said, “and grateful 
to those who nominated 
me.” 

Kathryn, along with her 
brother Peter, Jr., (class of ’67) 
and sisters Elizabeth and Lynn 
Labukas (class of ’75) grew up in 
old Greenbelt, first in the 25 
Court Ridge Road and then on 
Lakeside Drive. Her parents 
were the late Peter and Eileen 
Labukas. Of her early St. 
Hugh’s school days, she remem- 
bers that “Students who lived 
close to the school had the op- 
tion to go home for lunch! But 
best of all, once a month, the en- 
tire school had a luncheon. 
Mothers cooked the best steamed 
hot dogs and provided cupcakes 
for each class. Along with po- 
tato chips, this was always a 
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lunch we looked forward to.” 

Labukas graduated from 
Regina High School (Adelphi) 
and then obtained a B.S. in el- 
ementary education and special 
education from the University of 
Dayton (Ohio). Years later she 
returned to school and earned a 
M.Ed. in learning disabilities 
from Loyola College (Baltimore) 
and an administrative/supervisory 
certification from Trinity College 
(Washington, D.C.). 

Her work with children with 
special needs started at home, as 
her sister Elizabeth was born 
with Down Syndrome. As a spe- 
cial educator in Prince George’s 
County elementary schools 
(Glenarden Woods, Cooper Lane, 
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Kathryn Labukas (left) receives NEA Distin- 
guished Graduate Award from Elizabeth 
Whelan, principal of St. Hugh's School. 


James Ryder Randall, 
Thomas Stone) Labukas 
developed and imple- 
mented special education 
and community outreach 
programs for students with 
learning disabilities, emo- 
tional and physical im- 
pairments and mental re- 
tardation. After 30 years 
of service with the Prince 
George's County public 
school system, she retired 
in 2002 from her position 
as principal of Tangle- 
wood Special Center, a 
school for students with 
severe/profound multiple 
disabilities between the 
ages of 5 and 21. 

Still active in retirement, 
Labukas is the president of the 
Prince George’s County Chapter 
262 of the Council for Excep- 
tional Children, an international 
professional organization devoted 
to improving educational out- 
comes for individuals with dis- 
abilities. In addition, she is an 
executive board member of the 
Prince George’s County Resource 
Connections Agency, which is 
funded by federal, state and 
county monies to provide re- 
sources and monitor the service 
plans and living arrangements 
for developmentally disabled 
adults. She also has begun work

Greenbelt City Animal War- 
den Susie Hall and Assistant 
Recreation Director for Facilities 
Joe McNeal were designated this 
year’s “Valentine Sweethearts” by 
the Franklin and _ Eleanor 
Roosevelt Democratic Club at its 
February 20 meeting. A non-po- 
litical recognition begun about 
eight years ago, the sweetheart 
designation is a way to recog- 
nize city employees and to learn 
more about their work. Mayor 
Judith Davis introduced the hon- 
orees who each spoke briefly 
about their work and new facili- 
ties in the planning stages — an 
animal shelter and a skateboard 
park. 

Hall has been animal warden 
for almost three years. The 
city’s third annual pet exposi- 
tion, which she helped initiate, 
will be held in May. The expo 
is used to inform residents about 
city rules and regulations and 
how to care for pets. Green- 
belters comply very well when it 
comes to matters of pet abuse 
and neighbor complaints, she 
says. “Greenbelt is a great place 
to work.” 

Animal Shelter 

Hall displayed preliminary 

plans for a new animal shelter 


building to be located on Ridge 
Road on the north side the 
Greenbelt Police Facility park- 
ing lot. Budgeted at $100,000, 
the building will have five dog 
pens, a room for cages for cats 
and exotic animals and a view- 
ing room for persons seeking 
lost pets or to adopt an un- 
wanted stray. Hall says the facil- 
ity will be a leader among mu- 
nicipal facilities. Presently ani- 
mals are placed in just a room at 
the Public Works facility or left 
in the care of temporary 
caregivers or sent to the Prince 
George’s Animal Control Shelter. 

The Pet Expo will be May 8 
from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. at the 
Community Center. “The expo 
gets larger every year,’ Hall says. 
Featured this year will be 
Michael Fox from the Washing- 
ton Post, Rick Chase and some 
dancing dogs. It will be very 
informative, Hall added. 

Problems 

One unusual case was the 
capture of an eight foot Burmese 
Python at Greenbelt Lake. It 
was an abuse case, Hall said, as 
the cold weather was unsuitable 
for the release of such an ani-

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Referendum Needed 


To Site Slots 


Would you like to have the 
Opportunity to veto a slots 
house or casino in your neigh- 
borhood or do you think a gam- 
bling house is such an essential 
social service needed by the 
larger community that the State 
should be able to site it over 
the objections of people who 
live in the vicinity? At the Sat- 
urday town hall meeting with 
our District 22 delegation, I 
asked the delegates if they 
would support amending any 
likely-to-pass slots bill to re- 
quire a referendum of all voters 
within a five-mile radius of a 
site as part of the site approval 
process. They all agreed to 
support such an amendment. 

I forgot to stipulate that any 
referendum should be accompa- 
nied by a neutral voter guide 
with an explanation for and 
against, mailed to every eligible 
voter (to mitigate against big- 
money distortion of the issue). 
I made it clear that I would pre- 
fer not to pass slots in the first 
place (there are other revenue 
sources and, if the governor ve- 
toes, the legislature ought to try 
to override), so I’m against 
pushing legislators to support a 
slots bill after attaching the ref- 
erendum amendment. But at 
least let’s get the referendum at- 
tached in case the bill passes 
anyway. A referendum wouldn’t 
protect only Greenbelt, it would 
allow every community in the 
state to protect itself if it sees a 
gambling house in its midst as 
damaging or to welcome it if 
selected and it’s seen as a boon 
rather than a threat. 

Contact your friends from 
other parts of the county and 
other counties to encourage their 
legislators to support a local ref- 
erendum as requirement for ap- 
proving a site.

Citizens to Conserve and Re- 
store Indian Creek (CCRIC) will 
hold its annual meeting on Sun- 
day, March 21 at 2:30 p.m. in 
the Greenbelt Community Cen- 
ter. CCRIC is an all-volunteer 
grassroots organization working 
to monitor, protect and restore its 
namesake tributary to the 
Anacostia River. All interested 
persons are invited to this event 
where the group will recommit 
to the goals, elect officers and 
discuss current developments.

Hospital Center on February 20, 
2004. She had lived in the 
Washington, D.C., area for over 
50 years. 

Born in Orange, N.J., she 
graduated from Milburn High 
School in New Jersey and later 
earned a bachelor of arts degree 
from George Washington Univer- 
sity. 

Mrs. Mathes was employed by 
the Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources. She worked 
in a planning unit organizing 
public meetings on river basin 
plans. Then she worked for the 
United States Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency (EPA) in the 
Washington headquarters office. 

Mrs. Mathes also worked for 
the Maryland Department of the 
Environment (part of the Mary- 
land Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene until 1986). 
She was public participation co- 
ordinator for the Water Manage- 
ment Administration from 1981 
until she retired in 1996. Her 
responsibilities included provid- 
ing staff support to the State Wa- 
ter Quality Advisory Committee; 
identifying topics to be studied 
by a group, setting meeting 
dates, places and agendas; taking 
meeting minutes; distributing 
meeting materials and other rel- 
evant materials to a mailing list 
of over 200. She was also re- 
sponsible for assuring public ex- 
posure and participation of local 
people in all sewerage projects 
in Maryland funded by federal 
(EPA) Clean Water Act funds. 
This involved assuring adequate 
public notice of all public meet- 
ings and public hearings on sew- 
erage projects, attendance and 
certification to EPA of adequate 
public participation in project 
planning before the EPA funds 
were awarded. 

After retirement from state 
government she helped to estab- 
lish and later served as president 
of the Cove Point Trust. The 
trust was dedicated to the con- 
servation of the Cove Point area 
in Maryland. While continuing 
its oversight of the liquid natu- 
ral gas terminal site, the trust

mal. Pit Bull dogs are another 
problem. They are currently 
prohibited in the county although 
Hall expects the courts to over- 
turn the law. Dogs being left all 
day on apartment building bal- 
conies are another problem, she 
said. 

There are also problems with 
wildlife. There were a lot of 
foxes this year, although none 
were found to be rabid as hap- 
pened last year. Free-ranging 
cats are the biggest problem for 
carrying rabies, she said. Re- 
cently a herd of about six deer 
came down Ridge Road. One 
was run over. An abandoned doe 
was also found in the city, cap- 
tured and taken to the facility, 
she recounted. 

Greenbelt is becoming known 
as a pet lover’s town, she says. 
Hall believes the city is getting 
the reputation of being a place 
where you can abandon an ani- 
mal and it will not be killed. 
There are lots of abandonments 
in Greenbelt East, she said. 

Davis noted that besides the 
pet expo, dealing with animal 
complaints, picking up strays 
and trying to find persons to 
adopt abandoned animals, Hall is 
also responsible for picking up 


road kill. The remains are 

placed in a refrigerator unit for 

analysis before being disposed. 
Skateboard Park 

McNeal noted that Greenbelt 
was a first in the area to provide 
a dog park. Another first for the 
area will be the planned skate- 
board park. It will be located 
across the service road in front 
of the Youth Center. Because it 
is on the Community Center 
property which has been desig- 
nated an historic site, an ease- 
ment for the new facility must be 
obtained from the Maryland His- 
toric Trust. A preliminary ap- 
proval has been received, 
McNeal said. 

The city budgeted $90,000 
for the facility. That will not 
build much of a facility. Now 
the council is considering a 
more complex outdoor facility 
that could cost $180,000. A de- 
sign contract is currently being 
negotiated with noted Wally 
Hollyday National Skateboard 
Designs. The location for the fa- 
cility has been marked off with 
cones and paint, McNeal said. 

McNeal said the city hopes to 
obtain a funds from Program 
Open Space grants to pay some 
of the construction costs. In the

to Cheverly. 

In 1972 Oliver married 
Charlie Davis and in 1982 the 
couple bought a home on 
Westway, where she now resides. 
Charlie died in 1989. Soon af- 
ter his death Davis found she 
had time on her hands in the 
evening and began volunteering 
with the News Review. She has 
one daughter, Gabriella, who was 
married last September. 

Davis retired from Verizon 
Communications (formerly C&P 
Telephone) in 2001, after more 
than 34 years of service. She re- 
cently became engaged to Dave 
Kelly of Riverdale. 

As for Davis’ interests beyond 
her work on the paper, “I love 
animals, dogs especially,’ she 
proclaims. She owns a mixed 
Sheltie, a “52-pound mutt named 
Jack the Dog,” she says affec- 
tionately.

It 
makes me feel more like a mem- 
ber . . . like a Greenbelter.’ 


past the city has designated its 
allocations of these funds only 
for the purchase of land. How- 
ever, the governor is threatening 
to take back unused grant alloca- 
tions and the city has no new 
land purchases in the works, 
Davis said, so that using the 
funds for park improvements 
may be the best option. 

With the temporary skateboard 
park at the Charlestowne Village 
tennis courts, use is permitted 
only when there is a monitor for 
insurance purposes. However, 
McNeal thinks that the city’s in- 
surer will change its requirements 
and consider it as an outdoor 
play area like a basketball or 
tennis court or playground, in 
which case the new facility may 
not be monitored. Nor is it cer- 
tain if there will be either a fee 
or a permit for its use. One idea 
is to require users to obtain a 
permit sticker that will have to 
be placed on their helmet when 
using the facility. McNeal says 
the design is intended to appeal 
to all different ages and skills. 

After the presentations, Davis 
gave Hall and McNeal heart- 
shaped boxes of candy.

Greenbelt Art Centers's “Nunsense II” 
Is Good for Laughs a Second Time 


Remember last year’s 
performance of Dan 
Goggin’s play “Nunsense”’ 
at the Greenbelt Arts Cen- 
ter? Well, director Jeffery 
Lesniak did it again; he 
created a crowd-pleaser of 
a musical with the sequel 
‘“Nunsense II.” 

This time around the 
Little Sisters of Hoboken 
try to reprise the fun they 
had by putting on a 
“thank-you program” in 
their successful variety 
show formula. This in- 
cludes a selection of many 
of the previously loved 
scenes. Sister Robert 
Anne’s veil impressions, for ex- 
ample, return after popular de- 
mand with a slight twist. (For all 
who missed the first show — dur- 
ing this part of her performance, 
the sister pretends to be various 
different characters by changing 
the appearance of her nun’s veil.) 

One more word to everyone 
who could not make it last year 
— this musical is intended for all 
who can sit back and look at 
their faith with their sense of hu- 
mor intact. It is a very silly 
show about five unusual nuns. 
One could think of this musical 
at the other end of the spectrum 
from Mel Gibson’s new movie, 
briefly and cleverly mentioned by 
Sister Mary Paul “Amnesia” to 
update this version of “Nunsense 
If.” This is a show one watches 
for the fun of it, not for intellec- 
tual stimulation. 

Cast and crew are almost iden- 
tical to last year’s show. The big 
exception is Sister Robert Anne 
(Denise A. Levien) who was 
played by Amelia Montiero last 
year. All the other actors are back

to reprise their successful roles. 
The Reverend Mother (Barbara 
Ying) has now lost all inhibitions 
in her voice and puts on a rock 
solid performance. Her hand ges- 
tures were particularly amazing. 
It seems like she can make every 
finger of her hand move exactly 
in the direction she wants it to. 

Sister Mary Hubert (Varlene 
Biddings Goho) and Sister Mary 
Paul “Amnesia” (Dory Cunning- 
ham) had plenty of opportunity to 
show off both their comic talent 
and their voices. Cunningham 
was back with her ventriloquist 
performance — always a sure way 
to earn the audience’s roar of 
laughter — with the aid of her 
puppet, Sister Annette, a “nun” 
who doesn’t mince words. 

Sister Mary Leo (Laura 
Mastroianni), the “prima-ballerina’” 
of the ensemble, had a chance to 
prove that she cannot only dance 
but also skate like a pro. Levien, 
as the only newcomer in the cast, 
blended in perfectly with the 
more experienced “nuns.” Just 
like Montiero last year, Levien 


found the haughtiness in 
this role and played it to 
its fullest. 

Although one could ar- 
gue that the show is a bit 
repetitious — writer Gog- 
gin employed many of his 
tried and true recipes with 
this show — there is cer- 
tainly a wealth of new, 
endearing songs one will 
be humming while leav- 
ing the theater. Song- 
wise, the second act is 
particularly satisfying with 
ballads like “We’re the 
Nuns to Come to When 
You’re Gone” and 
“There’s Only One Way to 
End Your Prayers.” Additionally 
the live-band is back in action 
and sounds a lot less overwhelm- 
ing than they were last year. The 
volume was just perfect and didn’t 
distract at all from the singers. 

It was obvious that the cast 
and crew had a lot of fun putting 
on this show. Lesniak mentioned 
in his director’s notes that many 
people have focused on all the 
news scandals that have shaken 
the Catholic Church in recent 
years and therefore cautions ev- 
eryone to “keep our sense of hu- 
mor: that is what this show is all 
about.” He truly believes that 
“one could be a Catholic and still 
have a warped sense of humor.’

New Deal Café Exhibits 
Sucher Watercolor Show

Dorothy Sucher, former psy- 
chotherapist and writer, is display- 
ing her watercolor landscapes of 
Vermont at the New Deal Café 
until the end of March. The Art 
Reception was held Sunday 
night, March 7 at 7 p.m. About 
40 or so people braved the wet 
weather to enjoy the work and 
the hors d’oeuvres catered by 
Ellen Siegel. 

Sucher’s work embodies her 
love of nature and moods of the 
seasons. Some of the paintings 
are studies of plants she grows 
herself. The “African Violets” 
painting contains delicate washes 
of color with the occasional eye- 
catching bit of purple and pink. 
The leaves are well drawn and 
seem to have grown on the paper. 

Many of the works use the 
color palettes of spring or autumn, 
catching the changeable, transient 
nature of these transitional sea- 
sons. Some, like the “Woodland 
Stream,” revel in earthy shades of 
browns, rusts, grays and dark 
greens. Patches of nearly un- 


painted paper and color washes 
complete the illusion of a cold, 
running stream reflecting sunlight 
back into the trees. The “Wood- 
land Pond,” in contrast, being 
mostly painted in differing tones 
of green with hints of color, con- 
veys a calm, contemplative mood. 

The largest piece, “Dancing,” 
captures Sucher’s three-year-old 
granddaughter Rachel playing in 
a pool of sunlight and sur- 
rounded by the wealth of the Ver- 
mont garden. The ferns in the 
painting are tropical looking and 
the whole image conveys warmth 
not usually associated with Ver- 
mont, even in the summer. 
Sucher’s goal is not to capture 
nature photo-realistically, but 
rather to convey her vision of 
“the joyous, dancing rhythms of 
life and growth.” 

All of the works, except for 
“Dancing,” are for sale. They were 
framed by Sucher herself with care 
for the color schemes and the best 
effect for each painting. 


Thirty-six pieces ranging 
from ceramic clay sculp- 
tures, ceramic tiles, photo- 
graphs, watercolor crayon 
and acrylic paintings, wo- 
ven rugs, applique and 
quilts, beaded works, glass 
mosaic, stamped fabrics, 
sewn costumes make up the 
Faculty Exhibition through 
April 10. I chanced upon 
some of the artists who are 
currently offering classes at 
the Community Center. 

I missed the gallery re- 
ception for Elizabeth 
Morisette, whose exhibit, 
“Found on ebay: Mixed 
Media Tapestries” can be 
found at the Greenbelt Munici- 
pal Building until March 19. 

Morisette has some of her 
works at the Faculty Exhibition 
as well. 

As I made my rounds of the 
open studios upstairs, I collected 
my three pieces of clay pottery 
projects made at last month’s 
Artful Afternoon. I was ecstatic 
to find them glazed and looking 
quite nice for a souvenir. 

I am getting to be a familiar 
face at the Artful Afternoons, 
which incidentally have been a 
priority on my first Sunday after- 
noon appointment book. I heard 
that next month’s feature will be 
a mixed-media mural workshop 
with artist-in-residence Marla 
McLean on April 4. You can be 
sure that I will be there. 
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Local Art Exhibits Continue

Last Sunday’s Artful Afternoon 
highlighted two city art exhibi- 
tions, one closing soon and one 
open into April. 

Elizabeth Morisette’s exhibit 
“Found on ebay: Mixed Media 
Tapestries,’ in the gallery at the 
Greenbelt Municipal Building, 1s 
a series of wall hangings that will 
appeal to those who are looking 
for a different type of art. 
Morisette weaves backgrounds to 
display an eclectic variety of or- 
dinary and not-so-ordinary ob- 
jects. Her current display, which 
closes on March 19, features tap- 
estries covered with collections of 
items she bought on _ ebay. 
Among her hangings is one cov- 
ered entirely by hair curlers, an- 
other with campaign and other 
types of buttons, a third covered 
entirely with clothing buttons, a 
fourth with activity patches and 
another covered with plastic spi- 
ders, etc. It makes a person think 
“T can do this!” In fact Green- 
belter Morisette teaches her tech- 
niques through the city recreation 
department. 

Ebay was the source of the art- 
work that is woven or attached to 
the tapestries. Morisette asked 
the sellers how they came to 
have these collections. “I ran into 
a bin of unused Girl Scout 
patches and have been selling 
them toward tuition,’ writes one 
seller. Another comments, “I had 
a relative in Quebec who was ac- 
tive in the Moose Lodge and 
made buttons for many of their 
functions. When he died, my 
mother .. . brought them all 
down to me.’ And yet another, “I 
got the curlers at an estate sale. 

. . Let me know if it (the tapestry) 
sells.’ Just the comments could 
make a story. 

The exhibit is open when the 
Municipal Building is open, in 
the first floor gallery. For more 





information contact Morisette at 
rugworks @comcast.net.
